Anglo-Japanese 
Trade Pact 


IRST impressions of the 

new Anglo-Jnapnanese trade 
agreement signed in London 
on Friday appear to be 
quite favournble in so far 
an Hongkong trade is con- 
cerned and it could do mugh 
to help the Colony out le 
itu present slump. The 
general feeling prevalent in 
Hongkong business circles 
Js that the new agreement 
will make for healthy com- 
petition, As a reanlt of it 
there are new opportunities 
ty improve business as well 
as labour conditions, Many 
jlucal firms, fer instance, 
“want to import medical and 
chemical preparations from 
Japan for Onishing in the 
Colony. Exchange — restric- 
tiona in the past have pre- 
vented this and now that 
these barriers have been 
removed, this is just one 
section of local industry 
which should receive almost 
immediate benefit, If 
business in entrepot trade 
improves—as it appears 
likely under the new agree- 
ment—It will undoubtedly 
benefit locat purchasing 
power. As far as Hong- 
kony's export trade is con- 
cerned, Jocal manufacturers 
of textiles will face a period 
of increasing competition 
particularly for the West 
African murketa prized by 
the Japanese but, with the 
advantage of — Imperial 
Preference on {ts goods 
which involves cither total 
abolition or at least o big 
reduction of duty on entry, 
there is no reason to believe 
the Colony's manufacturers 
should suffer. This will, of 
course, depend a lot on 
whether Japanese textile 
smanufacturers can bring 
down thelr prices sufficient- 
ly to cancel out the benefits 
of Imperial Preference. 


HONGKONG business circles 
seem quite confident this 
will nol be possible. ‘These 
circles point out that costs 
in) Japan are now much 
heavier than before the war. 
Capital, too, is short and

British - Jews 
Protest At 
Arms For Arabs 


London, Jan. 31. 

The British Section of 
the world Jewish congress 
today voled through a re-

INDIAN PRINCES 
CANNOT LIVE 
ON £7,500 A YEAR 


New Delhi, Jan, 31. 


One hundred and two Indian princes have re- 
jected Prime Minister Pandit Nehru’s appeal to 
cut down their personal incomes which range from 


£7,500 to £37,500 a year, 


it was announced today. 


In fact almost every prince has told ‘Nehru 
how hard it is to live on his existing salary. 


Const, ‘tutionaliy, th: — princes 
are) oon sound ground. Each 
prince whose tate was token 
over when India became a Re- 
public has in writing the solemn 
word of the Government that’ 
his privy purse will “neither be 
increased nor reduced for any 
reason whatsoever." But des- 
pite this pledwe there is not a 
shigke prince an the country 
who js prepared to be emphatic 
In his refusal to uceede to the 
Prime Mini ters request, 

“We feel that legally and 
morally we have every right to 
gay no to Mr Nehru,” one lead- 
ing prince suid. “But we are 
realistic enough to know that 
should he so desire the Prime 
Minister, through the Govern- 
ment, could make life very 
diMeult for us. Alb we can do 
is to tell him about .our 
financial difficulties in the, hope 
that ho will understand our 
cause.’ 

All the 102 princes who re- 
ecived the “letter of persuasion” 
from the Prime Minister ait 
recelving privy purses of Hy. 
100,000 (£7,500 sterling) or 
more a yenr, About 24 of them 
recelve £37,500 a year, 32 get 
between £16,000 and £37, 500 
and 47 between £7,500 and 
£15,000. 

The Government bill for 
privy purses totals £4,236,900 a 
year, a sum which Mr Nehru 
described in his Ietter as jn 
heavy strain on the —nationat 
income, diverting funds which 
could otherwise be euscd for 
Indian's development.

Stoendard-size cars, around 18)

have replaced them, But 
amendments were approved pers 
mitting tHe use’ of both sizes of 
taxis,

But Britain's Forestry Com- 
mission is stecln; its _ heart 
against sentiment, and has 
issued a pamphlet setting out a 
plan of campolgn against this 
furry enemy, 1 atal? 


Here are some of the charges 
brought aginst the erey 
squirrel; , 


He damages woodlands. 
stripping the bark off trees and 
snipping off shoots and buds to 
make a nest for his young. He - 
has a weakness for hardwoods, 
singling out the most promis- 
ing trees once they have attain- 
ed sufficient size. He is very 
susceptible {o sycamore trees, 
nearly os fond of beech, occa- 
clonally attacks onl, ash and 
birth, and very  occasionnlly 
Jarch and scots pine. 


Eliminate Them 


Ranging over most of Eng- 
land, Wales and Central Scot- 
land, the grey squirrels some~ 
times damnge sycamores 50 
badly that the trea cannot be 
regarded as an economic crop. 

But it is no cure to remove 
the sycamores. The squirrels 
will probably transfer their 
attentions to. other trees. .So 
the only rtmedy is to eliminate 


the squirrels. i ke 5

Wherever it colonises fresh 
woodlands, the more powerful 
grey squirrel rapidly replaces 
the red one, 


In most parts of tho country, 
the red squirrel is now scarce, 
and the Forestry Commission 
says, Jt may even merit pro- 
tecting os an interesting mem- 
ber of the British fauna,
